At 11:02 this morning the city 
fell silent for a commemorative 
minute. Ships’ sirens wailing in 
the distant hatbor and church 
bells from different quatiers of 
the city blended in mournful 
harmony. Looking up from the 
Peace Park which Hes at the ex- 
plosion’s epicenter, blue skies 
could be glimpsed through fleecy 
clouds. Looking down, 32 years 
ago, B29 bombardier Kermit 
Beahan glimpsed the Mitsubishi 
Company's Nagasaki arms factory 
and released the . 10,000-pound, 
plutonium-cored bomb nicknamed 
Fat Man for its bulbous profile. 
At 1,500 feet the bomb oxploded

The hilly topography saved 
many lives and for this reason, 
and because Nagasaki was the 
second ¢ity to die in ἃ nuclear 
holocaust, jt has never received 
the international attention lavish- 
ed on Hiroshima, which was 
bombed three dars earlier.

Officials admitted the 16 tons of 
urantum was missing when 
questioned about it by the sub- 
committee chairman, Rep. John 
Dingell, D-Mich,, who asked why 
ERDA said last week it could not 
locate more than 4 tons of 


weapons-grade uranium and 
plutonium. 
Acting ERDA administrator 


Robert Fri told Rep. Dingell that 
the 16 tons was kept out of last 
week's report because it is only 
an estimate of the weapons- 
grade uranium bound up in the 
Pipes of the plants, “It's im- 
possible to pinpoint the missing 
uranium in the diffusion plants,” 
Mr, Fri said. “The uranium goes 
in there as a gas [uranium hexa- 
fluoride} and passes through God 
knows how many hundreds of 
miles of pines. It spends four ar 
five ‘dats in a cascade of pipes 
before it comes out as an en- 
riched product.” 

The plants move uranium 
through “barriers" that con- 
stantiy strip lighter uranium 
atoms ‘tthe isotopes known as 
U-235) from their heavier kin, 
the isotopes called U-238 that are 
most abundant in natural ura- 
nium. It is the lighter atoms 
that are the fissionable ones and 
will drive a chain reaction that 
results in 2 nuclear explosion. 

Mr. Pri said that about 160.000 
pounds of uranium is believed 
still bound up in the pipes. He 
said this is an accumulation that 
covers more than ™ years of 
operation. 

Mr, Fri said this includes ura~ 
nium that could be used only to 
make electricity as well as ura- 
nium rich enouch in U-235 to 
make bombs.

A-Fuel Diversion Suspected 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP! — 
An investigator for the subcom- 
mittee said today a U.S. intel- 
ligence agency “believes there was 
a diversion” of nuclear material 
from a power pliant. 

“We have information that an 
intelligence agency believes there 
was 2 diversion” of nuclear 
material, said the investigator. 
Michael Ward. He did not 
identify the agency. 

Mr. Ward said the incident in- 
volved 61 kilograms of enriched 
uranium, which has been miss- 
ing from a plant in Apollo. Pa. 
since 1965. 

“That's the largest amount 
that we've found thet is un- 
accounted for. This is over and 
above what may be due to poor 
measurement or bad book- 
keeping,” he said.

When the Japanese refused the 
duly, 1645. Potsdam Declaration 
ordering their immediate uncon- 
ditional surrender, President Har- 
ry Truman gaye the signal for 
the atom-bombing of Hiroshima.

Today. Mr. Demiret heads 2 
coalition of three rightist parties 
that commands a. narrow margin 
in parliament. Most analysts 
here would agree wiht his judg- 
ment—that this government is 
uneble to handle the funda- 
mental problems facing this na- 
tion of 40 million. ὃ 

Turkey seems to be gripped by 
some sort of wasting disease tbat 
gradually diminishes the victim's 
ability to think and act. Sen. 
Eamran Inan, minister of energy 
in the new Demirel government, 
said: “At a time when Turkey 
faces very grave problems, we 
have s very poor harvest of 
political leadership.” 

This is one of the largest and 
poorest democracies in the world, 
with 8 per capita income only 
one-fourth of the European aver- 
age. Despite two military coups 
and considerable instability over 
the last two decades, Turkey 
has remained remarkably devoted 
to the rules of democratic proce- 
dure. 

High Price 

But the price has been high. 
The government has failed to 
extinguish political vielence that 
has claimed more than 200 vic- 
tims in two years.

Carter Would Sell Aircraft Drones to Cairo

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (WP), 
—The Carter administration has 
sent formal notices to: Congress 
that it intends to sell Egypt 12 
pilotless reconnaissance aircraft, 
called drones, costing a total of 
about $30 million

The pipeline, however, will be 
built only if the U.S. govern- 
meni agrees to Canadian condi~ 
tions on its timing, route and 
financing. and to compensation 
for social and environmental 
costs, Mr. Trudeau said. 

Canadian officials said that 
oue of the conditions will be 
creation of a §200-million fund 
to offset the pipeline’s social and 
environmental costs to Canada. 

President Carter, who has un- 
il Sept. 1 to give Congress his 
recommendations on the pipeline, 
said yesterday, “If we can reach 
some degree Of agreement with 
the Canadians by then, I think 
well be able to stay on sched- 
we” 

Expressing optimism, Mr. Car~ 
ter added: “If all goes according 
τὸ schedule, we'll start negotiating 
wih them within about a week.” 

Mr, Trudeau said: “We're ob- 
viously not going to build it if 
it's not a significant benefit to 
Canada. We'd ike to have the 
Americans pay as much 85 pos- 
sible Eof the cost of the pipe- 
line].

Canada Weighs

OTTAWA, Aug. 9 (AP).—The 
Canadian Parliament was called 
into emergency session today to 
consider a bill that would fine 
individual air traffic controllers 
up to $100 for each day they 
continue ἃ national strike. The 
strike has reduced commercial 
air travel to only a few flights. 

The bill, proposed by Transpori 
Minister Otto Lang of the ruling 
Liberal party. was expected to 
pass quickly without opposition. 
Tt would also impose a 7.~per- 
cent wage increase on eontroliers 
striking for 12.6 per cent. 

A few flights are operating 
through an imprompm network 
of northern U.S. airports, with 
bus connections to Canada, and 
small airlines are continuing 
some operations, But the two 
big domestic lines, Air Canada 
and CP Air. were nearly closed 
when the 2,200 controllers walk- 
ed off the job early Sunday. 

Jim Livingston, president of 
the Canadian Air Traffie Con- 
trol Association, said that he will 
advise union members to obey 
the legislation. 

The controllers went on strike 
after wage talks with the gov- 
ernment broke down. The walk- 
out hit at the height of the 
vacation season and stranded 
thousands of travelers, although 
some Were able to use beefed-up 
rail and bus services.

A Justice Department official 
revealed yesterday that 9 federal 
grand jury in Washington is in- 
vestigating charges that a five- 
nation uranium eartel rigged 
prices and tried to force com- 
peting companies out of busi- 
ness. 

A top official of Guif Oil Corp, 
admitted in a congressional hear< 
ing in- June that 4 Gulf sub- 
sidiary took part in the uranium 
cartel and that the secret price- 
fixing raised prices 
for some U.S. consumers, 

“We are obligated to do all 
that we reasonably can #0 prose- 
cute foreign private cartels which 
hhave the purpose and effect of 
causing significant economic 
harm in the United States in 
violation of anti-trust laws,” 
Mr. Bell told the kmcheon of 
the American Bar Association 
here, 

“There is a fundamental US. 
interest in not having our εἰ. 
zens pay substantially higher 
prices for imports because private 
firms get together and rig im 
ternational markets. There is 
also a fundamenta] U.S. interest 
at stake when private businesses, 
although foreign, get together to 
injure and perhaps destroy an 
American competitor.” 

By repeating the word “pri- 
vate.” Mr. Bell appeared to be 
drawing 8. distinction between 
corporate cartels and the cartels 
formed by governments, such as 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, which con- 
trol the price of raw materials, 

Besides facing a federal grand 
jury probe, the companies in the 
uranium carte! are being sued 
in U.S. courts by Westinghouse, 
which claims that they squeezed 
it from the marEet. 


In its suit, Westinghouse Καὶ 
tying to get testimony from 
British offices of Rio Tinto Zinc 
in Britam. These company of- 
ficials first refused to testify by 
invoking the U.S, constitutional 
protection againsb possible self- 
ineriminstion. Then, when the 

Justice Department took the un- 
usual step of granting them im- 
munity from federal prosecution, 
the British busmessmen took 
their case to the House of Lords. 

While the Justice Department 
is not involved in that case, a 
federal official attending the 
ABA meeting said that the 
grand jury wants to see the 
statements of the Rio Tinto of- 
ticiels, 

Mr. Bell also attacked the

The Israelis have insisted tand in this 
they have been supported by the Umited 
States) that they cannot deal with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization because it 
is committed to substituting a new state for 
Israel Negotiations on this particular as- 
pect appear to have made little progress, al- 
though the closest Arab neighbors of Israel 
are willing to accept the fact of the Israeli 
nation. But there remains the question of 
whether Israel wil deal with the Palestinians 
85 ἃ Separate group, or only in connection 
with, say, a sovereign Jordan. And. of course, 
there is the question of what territory the 
Palestinians could occupy. The present ten- 
dency of Israel to regard its boundaries as 
zet by King Solomon rather than by the 
United Nations (as shown by the “legaliza-~ 
tion” of Jewish settlements on the occupied 


West Bank! would hardly leave much ground 
for the Palestinians. 

But this, in turn, would mean that the 
Palestinians would either accept Israeli 
sovereignty or remain in unassimilated par~ 
eels among the Arab states-—-which means 
the kind of internal strife that Jordan and 
Lebanon have suffered and which is con- 
tinuing along the latter's border with Israel. 
It could be argued that the Arab states pro- 
moted this lack of assimilation after the 
1948 fighting: it can also be argued that 
Israel has intensified it by extending its ter- 
ritory. But in either case the fact of an 
unstable. bitter Palestinian people remains 
as the chief obstacle to Mideast peace. 

Now the moderate Arab states expect the 
United States to force Israel to abandon the 
territories taken in 1967 and accept a Pales~ 
tinian state as a neighbor. Israel resents 
pressure in that direction. Mr. Carter has 
spoken out for a Palestinian “homeland,” 
and for Israeli withdrawal from most of the 


occupied Jands—which is consonant with © 


U.S. policy after the Israeli Sinai incursion 
of 1956. during the Suez crisis, as well as 
with critical UN actions. And the United 
States is virtually Israel's only source of 
international support. 

Perhaps there m2y be no early conference 
In Geneva—the prospects do not look good. 
Perhaps there may be a revival of war, a 
spreading of ths Lebanese struggle. a fight 
precipitated by one side or the other in the 
hopes of breaking the present deadlock, But 
for the long haul the major elements in that 
deadlock—including, notably, the Palestin- 
ians—will not be changed by shooting. Only 
the dead and the maimed and those who 
mourn them will be changed. 


Welfare: The Carter Plan 


If President Carter's newly announced weil- 
fare reform were to become law overnight 
and—at least as anlikely—to work in exactly 
the way he intends, what would be different? 
Weil, a lot of people now living on welfare 
payments would be better off: A woman 
with three small kids in Mississippi. to take 
a dramatie example, now getting $720 a year 
to live on, would get $4200. Most recipients 
would ὍΘ at least as well off and, with jobs, 
considerably better off. Some at the upper 
level of payments in high-paying states 
would get less. The burden of paying for 
welfare would be diminished for the states, 
though not eliminated. For its part, the 
federal government would have to pay out 
a few billion dollars more. A great many 
poor people who don’t now have jobs would 
get them, and working people who are being 
pair at low to middle-low wage and salary 
seales would get some financial bolstering 
Mia tax eredits and government payments. 

Of course the proposal is xof going to be- 
eome law overnight or worl exactly as in- 
tended. But ontlining the theoretical best- 
case workings of the Carter plan does have 
this advantage: it .tells us what we all 
mean by that increasingly mind-blocking tag 
“welfare reform.” Principally what we mean 
is a more fair and orderly method of sinanc- 
ing welfare; we do not so much mean 2 
scheme for changing the conditions that 
have put one American in 10 on the receiv- 
ing end of welfare benefits. 

To be sure, 2 large part of the welfare 
population is composed of the blind, aged 
and disabled and persons otherwise unable 
to support themselves. And humane, decent 
treatment of such citizens is 2 minima) obli- 
gation of any eivilized society. But so, we 
think, is an effort to release those who can 
be released from the dead-end bondage of 
welfare dependency. That is the reason we 
think the jobs and job-support part of 
Mr. Carter's program is so important Ib 
represents a commitment to breaking into 
and breaking up the cycle of welfare de- 
pendency that has created 2 population of 
deneficiaries who—from one generation ta 
the next—are systematically being drained 
of dignity, hope, self-confidence and ambi- 
tion, 


In the eight years that have passed since 
President Nixon presented what then seem- 
ed a radical program for welfare reform, 
some things haven't changed at all. Here 
we hare another new President complaining 
about a welfare system that is irrational 
and unfair in many respects and that puts 
a penalty on work and family stability. But 
Some things are very much changed and for 
the better, we suspect—chief among them 
the political atmosphere. Yes, you are hear- 
ing plenty of complaints about various fea- 
tures of the Carter plan. But the assump- 
tions concerning the need for a radical re- 
vision of our welfare system in the first 
place no longer have to be proved or even 
much argued. And it also seems to us that 
the ranks of the condescending left have 
diminished, those insensitive and inadvertent 
patronizers of the poor who fought every 
effort to make jobs and self-sufficiency a 
part of the welfare population’s lives. So 
maybe this time around there is a better 
chance that a decent version of welfare re- 
form will be enacted. 

None of this is to suggest that we think 
Mr. Carter has found the perfect program. 
Aspects of it—the whole relation of his jobs 
program to the needs and interests of other, 
nonwelfare workers, for example—require 
eareful scrutiny and no doubt some consid- 
erable alteration. And the economic as- 
sumptions on which it is based, along with 
its predicted outlays and savings, will re~ 
quire just as careful and even skeptical an 
examination. But by forcing Messrs. Cali- 
fano and Marshall to wrestle with the con- 
cept of a zero-cost-increase welfare reform, 
he forced inspection of our current programs 
that simply would not have been undertaken 
otherwise. He also averted what would 
have been the most normal and predictable 
response to an instruction to draw up a wel- 
fare reform: A (roughly) $23-billion innova- 
tion that might not have been much better 
and could have been worse. We think that 
while there is much yet to fathom about the 
Carter proposal and probably a considerable 
amount to refine and change. the admin~ 
istration has done its work well: It has come 
out at the right place. — ὃ

KGB, CIA Studies of Dirty Tricks 


LLOXDON—The CIA's interest in 

magic is folly shared ‘by the 
KGB, but since the Kremlin is 
not likely to publish the relevant 
information. as the CIA did last 
week, we have to reconstruct it 
ourselves from a number of clues 
which have become available 
over the years. 

The CIA became interested in 
the subject during the cold war, 
when the study ef Soviet brain- 
washing techniques led it to 
sponsor research into telepathy 
and other aspects of parapsy- 
chology. Adm. Stansfleld Turner. 
the director of the CIA, said last 
week that the secret U.S. project, 
named M&-Ultra, was terminated 
12 years ago. But what of the 
KGB? ᾿ 

‘When the KGB expelled Robert 
Toth of the Los Angeles Times 
from Moscow in June, it accused 
him of trying to obtain ἃ 
scientific paper on Soviet work 
on “Psi particles,” which claimed 
to explain such phenomena as 
telepathy. . “This materia] is 
secret.” said a EGB document, 
“and it shows the kind of work 
done in some scientific institutes 
of our state.” 

This statement has been re- 
ceived somewhat skeptically in 
the West, but for once the KGB 
5 right. Secret work on para- 
psychology is indeed being carried 
ouk in the Soviet Union. <A 
conference held by the University 
of Kezakhstan, for instance, 
discussed the relationship between 
lasers and telekinesis, that is, 
the movement of an object with- 
out any material connection be- 
tween what causes the object to 
move, and the object itself. Five 
of the papers presented to the 
conference on this subject have 
been identified in the Soviet 
selentific press as haying been 
published ‘in 1972, but they are 
not avaliable abroad since they 
are presumably regarded as “state 
secrets. 


Studies Under Way 


In 1973, the Soviet journal 
Problems of Philosophy © pub- 
lished @ 9-page analysis of the 
claims of parapsychology by. 
four Soviet scientists who con- 
cluded that “evidently, some of. 
the so-calied parapsychological 
phenomens really do occur.” and 
recommended that the study 
of, the subject continue ia 
Soviet scientific establishments. 
In 1975 the entry on parapsy- 
chology in the great Soviet Ency- 
elopedia confirmed that such 
studies were in fact under way 
in “appropriate” Soviet scientific 
institutions, including those which 
@eal with psychological. physio- 
Jogical and biophysical research. 

One reason why: so little is: 
known in the Wes; xbout Soviet 
work in this area is that the 
EGB regards it as its own -nre- 
gerve. 
the Soviet Union, Dr. August 
Stern, has described recently the 
work he did in a Siberian jabo- 
Tatory which was looking for the 
“Psi particle." As reported by 
Flora Lewis in The New York 
Times, the experiments involved 
applying electric shocks to new- 
born Kittens to see whether their 
mothers, three floors above, re- 
acted through some mental con- 
nection. He had worked for 
two years and found nothing. By 
the time he had left the Soviet 
Union in 1974. he was told that 
the only work being done on 
parapsychology was continuing 
under KGB auspices. 

Another reason whr we know 
so little about the Soviet work 
may be that there is not muck 
in it that is worth mowing. For 
years telepathy and parapst. 
chology were officially frowned 
upon m the Soviet Union as 
bourgeois “pseucto-sciences.” If

4 number of scientific institu- 
tions and societies were encour- 
aged to set up their own research 
groups, which have occdsionzily 
been mentioned in the Soviet 
press. One of the Soviet. Union's 
leading stage magicians, Wolf 
Messing, a lapsed rabbi, was 
allowed to publish a book’ in 
which he claimed to have super~ 
netural powers. Charlatans pro- 
liferated. Komsomolskaya Pravda 
reported, with a straight face, a 
telepathic experiment in which 
images were transmitted over x 
distance of 2,000 miles. between 
Moscow and Novosibirsk. 

‘When the credentials of the 
experimenter, Karl Nikolayev, 
were questioned by skeptics, an- 
other. Moscow paper promptly 
sprang to his defense by report- 
ing that his grandfather had 
been one of Russia’s first Marx- 
ists. He was obviously trust- 
worthy, because his father was a 
Communist party member. “Un- 
like Wolf Messing.” said Moskov- 
skaya Pravda, “Karl did not have 
to go to 8 religious school” 

That was not quite fair to 
‘Wolf Messing, without whose heip 
Soviet parapsychology probably 
would not be where it is today. 
Fame came to him at the begin- 
ning of the last war, when his 
mind-reading tricks had a huge 
success with theater audiences. 
His income was commensurate 
with his success. He made millions 
of rubles, and was able to buy 
two aireraft for the army out of 
his earnings. In his book, pub- 
lished in Moscow in 1966. he 
recounts a meeting with Stalin, 
who was apparently so impressed 
by his talents that he had them 
investigated by the. secret police.

Staying Out of the Last Ditch

PARIS, Aug, 9 1 AP!.—Prance's 
leftist. alliance became further 
divided today over policy on 
nuclear weapons. 

Georges Marchals, the Com- 
munist party leader, asked on the 
front page of LHumanité whether 
his Socialist allies are telling the 
truth about their nuclear arms 
policy. 

Yesterday Socialist leader 
Francois Mitterrand rejected 
fundamental Communist doctrine 
on Prance’s force de jrappe, or 
nuclear deterrent. 

The dispute raises the question 
of whose nuclear policy will pre- 
vail if the Socialist-Communist 
alliance wins legislative elec- 
tions in the spring.

New Approach to Juvenile Delinquency 


Swedish ‘Reform School’ Aids Whole F amily 


By Joe Alex Morris Jr. 


SKA, Sweden.—Amid 2 collec- 
tion of rustic cottages on this is- 
land south of Stockholm. Sweden 
has taken a new approach to 
juvenile delinquency. 

In 1972, the Swedes questioned 
the wisdom of isolating troubled 
children for treatment, then send- 
ing them back to the same dis- 
turbed family atmosphere. 

So. in the last five years. the 
Ska children’s village here has 
become 8 family village, where all 
the immediate members of dis- 
tressed and socially disadvantaged 
familes—the Swedes call it “polit- 
ical poverty’—come for group 
therapy and rehabilitation. 

Bengt Borjeson, the psychologist 
in charge of the project, said, 
“This such g simple idea I 
wonder why it is not repeated 
elsewnere, It is the normal way. 
Taking kids awar from their 
homes is abnormal.” 

In principle, the families come 
here voluntarily. In truth. Mr. 
Borjeson said, four out of five 
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come under the threat from wel- 
fare authorities that their children 
will be taken away from them if 
they do not. 

“Tt is easy for the state to do 
it." he said. “There is a formal 
right of appeal, but these people 
rarely use it.” 

Before 1973, Ska wes ἃ reform 
school. There were seven houses 
with foster parents for the dis- 
turbed children. It was a place, 
Mr. Borjeson said, “with good 
resources and bad results.” 

The change to a family village 
met strong resistance. Three- 
quarters of the staff quit “ou 
ideological grounds,” Mr. Borjeson 
said, and even then “authorities 
wanted to give us more staff 
than we wanted.” 

The effort aims to bring fam- 
ilies out of their despeir and equip 
them to cope better with life. 
The need was less for specialized 
treatment of problem cases than 
for individual. family and group 
efforts. 

All Contribute 

“The principle is that of a rot- 
ten ship.” Mr Borjeson said. “If 
we don’t ail help, it will sink.” 
Bence the officials make it appear 
that the village functions badly 
to force the “guests," as they are 
called, to contribute. 

The village has 25 houses, 13 for 
guest families and 12 for staff 
members. The guests stay for 
an average of three to five 
months, with the children attend- 
ing 8 special schoo] with inten- 
sive care and a low teacher- 


Pupil ratio. 

The problems that bring the 
families here range from drink- 
ing and drugs to wife-beating and 
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Duck specialities 
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phasized, The guests are ex- 
pected to help run the village, 
and it now operates with only 30 
staff members compared to 8 
before the shift in emphasis. 

The idea is to teach the guests 
how to participate in life. “It 
is ἃ fumdamental problem in 
Sweden.” Nr. Borjeson said. 
“Everything is overorganized here 
There is no room for individual 
initiative." 

Certain Principles 

The camp has developed cer- 
tain principles, One is to en- 
courage people not to go back to 
their old residences but to start 
in a new area where they are 
not known and are therefore Jess 
likely to revert to old habits 
About 82 per cent of the first 
200 families followed that advice. 

Another principle is not to take 
repeaters and to emphasize to all 
guests that their time in Ska is 
short. 

“If people knew they could 
come back, they would develop a 
dependency en the place,” Mr. 
Borjeson said. 

Fer these reasons, the staff 
tries to draw people out of the 
shells they have built as protec- 
tion against the real or imagined 
cruelties of life outside. At the 
village assembly point. called 
Noyfiket. or curiosity, all) put in 
about 15 hours a week in group 
therapy. 

They discuss current events, 
television programs and plans 
for outings, and all are required 
to participate. Individual therapy 
except in urgent situations is de- 
emphasized to prevent people 
from feeling that they can solve 
their problems by therapy itseif. 

Differences Unresolved 

No attempt is made to smooth 
over class differences. “We don't 
try to hide it, rather we confront 
people with it, ” Mr. Barjeson said. 

So far it is difficult to draw 
any conclusions about the effec- 
tiveness of the program. Mr. 
Borjeson said the children who 
leave the village and go to regular 
schools tend to do much better. 

He believes that the women 
and children profit most. “Many 
men still cannot face a leader- 
ship role.” he said. 

In one of the houses, a father 
and mother were watching tele- 
vision as their 3-year-old daugh- 
ter romped nearby. 
too much.” the father said. 
“We're not good parents when 
we drink.” Goth said that they 
have cut back on liquor in their 
time here, and that they have 
gained something else that may 
be more important. 

“We talk over our problems 
with other people here.” he said. 
“We never did this before. I hope 
we stay bere longer. I need it.” 

“We fait more often than not 
in helping the whole family unit.” 
Mr. Borjeson said. “But we don't 
try to change people, only thelr 
relationships with other people, 
and most of our families are able 
to reestablish communication 
when they leave.”

Accountants in U.S. Seek a Policy 


By Deborah Rankin 


NEW YORE. Aug. 9. (NYT).—The language 
of accounting is frequently bewlidering to out- 
siders, but business executives usually feel can- 
fident that they can tell an asset fram a ability. 
Now, the private sector's top authority on ac- 
counting rules is m the midst of an inquiry that 
almost certainty will change the old definitions. 
Tt could eventually turn the traditional frame- 
work of accounting topsy-turvy. 

The hearings convened by the Final Account- 
ing Standards Board last week in New York had 
the aim of drawmg up what has been called 2 
“new constitution” for accounting. 

The idea, as the Standards Board's chairman. 
Marshall Armstrong, told the public hearing, is 
“not so much (to, specify particular ways of 
accounting for particular items, as describe broad 
policies that the board will use in formulating 
particular financial accounting standards." By 
developing a common Set of basic concepts, he 
added, ‘the board hopes to marrow the debate 
“so we do not have to start from scratch” to 
solve every new accounting problem. 

In the current state of the art, the particulars 
have been honed to a fine point. The underlying 
fundamentals, however, remain elusive and am- 
bizuous, the weakest link in the chain. In a sense, 
the accounting profession has developed its on- 
gineering but neglected its physics.

Jordan Expands Despite War Problems 


AMMAN, Aug. 9 1AP-DJ)— 
Jordan's economy continues to 
show real growth despite the loss 
of rich agriculamal land in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
a civil war in 1970' between gov- 
ernment forces and Palestinian 
guerrillas who threatened to take 
over the country. 

Despite inflation of about 20 
per cent the country achieved a 
real economic growth of about 
T per cent in 1976 and averaged 
6 per cent in the three previous 
years. Proclalming s free-en- 
terprise philosophy that is un- 
usual in this part of the world. 
Jordan now has a five-year plan 
through 1980 that calls for raising 
the growth rate to a 12-per-cent 
annual figure,

Deficit Control 

ROME, Aug. 9 (Reuters).— 
Control of public spending and 
the state deficit, with a financ- 
ing gap of 1,000 billion lire still 
to be filled this ycar, is one of 
the main economic tasks now 
facing the government. accord- 
ing to economists here. 

The issue comes up once again 
at a time when Italy's external 
payments ald reserves position 
is improving but when a slow- 
down in internal business activity 
raises fears of increased unem- 
ployment this autumn. 

The problem bas been thrown 
into relief by a call from IMP 
European director Alan Whit- 
tome for stricter curbs on state 
spending and the budget deficit, 
in a letter to Treasury Minister 
Gaetano Stammati proposing a 
number of measures to be 
adopted. 

In particular the government 
non admits that state spendinc 
{his year could exceed the IME 
target level of 55.359 billion lire 
by around 700 billion lire. 

This follows an tnerease in 
spending in the first half faster 
than estimated in April When the 
government finalized its -recent 
IMF loan agreement terms. 

According to Mr. Stammati the 
rise in spending reflected a nun 
ber of outlays unforeseeable in 
April, imeluding aid to ‘lood- 
Stricken Piedmont and higher 
spending on police reinforcements 
to maintain public order. 

The borrowing requirement in 
the first half of the vear. on the 
other hand, was nearly 400 billion 
‘Hire below the target 8,700 billion 
lire set by the ΤΑΙ. due to an 
increase in revenues above antic- 
ipated levels. 

Nonetheless the government 
has told parbament {t still has to 
find 1.000 billion lire m extra 
revenues. or cut spending br the 
same amount this veaT. to keep 
the overall public sector deficit 
within the IM ceiling of 16,450 
billion lire.

Ana Jordanians say capitalism 
is their preferred method of 
growth. “The whole attitude of 
this country is geared toward 
promoting free enterprise, not 
toward state ownership.” says 
Mobammed Ali Budair. vice- 
chairman of the refinery com- 
pany. Almost everything con- 
nected with oil is nationalized in 
this part of the world. but Mr. 
Budair's enterprise has more 
than 34,000 shareholders. with 
the government holding a mere 
7 per cent of the equity. 

Jordan's five-year plan calls 
Tor investment of $2.3 billion, half 
coming from the government and 
the other half from pritate en- 
terprise. Mohammed Said Na- 
bulsi, governor of the central 
bank, notes that Jordan has been 
getting $200 million to $300 muil-~

Kuwait and the United States. 

Rashid Hammil. director gen- 
eral of Jordan Commercial Cen- 
ter Corp., a government-industry 
body. says @ campaign is under- 
way to increase exports to neigh- 
boring countries. Meanwhile, tax 
concessions and other incentives 
are being offered to lure foreign 
investors here.

The First Men 


By Ken Ringle 

ATTERAS, N.C. (WP:.—An wadersea 

band of divers, technicians, archaeol- 
ogists and oceanologists wound up a 17- 
day probe of the U.S.S. Monitor wreck site 
ἃ few days aco after recovering artifacts 
and placing the first men on the historic 
ironclad since it vanished 115 years ago. 

Working 220 feet beneath an often stor- 
muy sea on a site swept by fickle and poten- 
tially treacherous currents, the team re- 
turned with new and stumming films of the 
seldom-seen wreck, archaeological photo- 
graphs and nieasurements of the hull and 
turret, 200 pounds of armor plate and an 
underwater camera that had been snagged 
in the wreck when it was first discovered 
four years ago. 

They also discovered and brought up ἃ 
bucket-sized brass lantern that may be 
the same one whose red light signaled the 
last trace of the Civil War vessel before 
it foundered in a gale off Cape Hatteras 
on Dec. 31, 1862. 

North Carolina State archaeologist Gor- 
don Watts said the Monitor is in “far 
better shape than we first thought... 
Most of the deck plating appears to be 
intact and the boilers and engine-room 
machinery appear to be sound. We're very 
encouraged.” He said that he thinks 
chances are excellent for eventually find- 
ing clues to the final minutes of the men 
who went down with the ship. 


Being Towed 


The Monitor was being towed south to 
Charleston, S.C. at the time, bound for 
further blockade duty of the embattled 
Southern states. 


Oniy nine months after is famous if 
inconclusive battle with the Confederate 
ironclad Virginia (formerly the Merrimack) 
in Hampton Roads, the revolutionary 170- 
foot “cheesebox on a rafi” was already 
historic.

Its sinking continued to sperk the 
imagination of wreck hunters through the 
years. and in 1973 a Duke University ex- 
pedition, outfitted with the arsenal of 
electronic boxes that power a modern 
undersea search, located the wreck 20 miles 
off Cape Hatteras and 220 feet deep. 

‘The latest expedition returned to the site 
in mid-July with two surface ships, two 
small research submarines and divers skill- 
ed in ‘working the hazardous depths beyond 
100 feet. 

The men and equipment were largely 
donated to the government by the Harbor 
Branch Foundation in Fort Pierce, Fla, 
headed by an heir to the Johnson & John- 
son pharmaceutical fortime. It was over- 
seen by officials from the National Oceano- 
graphic and Atmospheric Administration. 

‘The Duke expedtiion had returned with 
only fragmentary television film of the 
Monitor, capsized on the ocean floor, its 
characteristic turret askew beneath the 
wreck, 

A later U.S. Navy survey, using the 
research vessel Alcoa Seaprobe—a sort of 
modified Glomar Explorer—conmipiled 2 
photo-mosaic of the wreck viewed from 
above. 

The NOAA-Harbor Branch expedition 
set ous to do much more, including a 
painstaking photogrammetric survey of the 
wreck, detailed photography of the outside 
and a few visible inside portions of the 
ship, and the raising of a loose metal armor 
Plate for metellurgic analysis, Knowledge 
gained from these tasks, according to 
NOAA officials, would permit, government 
scientists who have jurisdiction over the 
wreck site to better weigh later decisions 
on whether to attempt to raise the Moni- 
tor or excavate it archaeologically on the 
ocean floor. 

The expedition succeeded on every count

despite storms and 10-foot seas that regu- 
larly halted diving, quixotic underwater 
visibility that ranged from 150 feet down 
to four feet and ocean bottom currents 
that varied vastly in strength and direc- 
tion as the Gulf Stream eddied over and 
around the wreck. 


“Weather here doesn't give you much 


of a break,” said Roger Cook. operations 
director for Harbor Branch. “We averag- 
ed about one bad day for every good day 
we had." 

But that, as it turned out, was enough. 
After a week of unmanned site reconnais- 
sance with a remotely controlled under- 
water TV camera, the ships lowered their 
small manned submarines, each the size 
and approximate sbape of a rotorless, 
bubble cockpit helicopter adorned with 
rocket tubes. 

Moving slowly over and around the ship 
like some species of ocean floor insect, the 
subs peered into the wreck with manipu- 
Jetor arm fioodlights while the scientists 
photographed, measured and wrote. 


Swam Out 


Then, on July 27, Harbor Branch diver 
Gene Melton, 32, of Vero Beach, Ἐ18., 
flooded the airlocks of one of the subs 
and swam out of the vessel toward the 
flood-lit wreck. Tethered to the sub, and 
breathing a helium-oxygen mixture to 
prevent the disorienting and self-desiruc- 
tive “rapture of fhe deep” (nitrogen narco- 
sis), he swam to the wreck, taking flash 
pictures at predetermined points, There 
was no sign, he reported later, of remains 
of the Monitor's crew. 

At the end of the hour-long dive, Mel- 
ton reentered the sub’s pressurized airlock. 
The sub was raised to the deck of the 
ship and mated to an onboard decompres- 
sion chamber where'-Melton underwent 
four hours of decompression to prevent 
“the bends”-—-formation of nitrogen bubbles 
in the bloodstream of divers who ascend 
too rapidly from the pressurized environ- 
ment of the ocean deep. 

Other dives followed, concluding with 
the retrieval of the armor plate, a $2,000 
underwater camera lost in the wreckage 
by the Duke expedition and the lantern, 
which one of the manned subs discovered 
Co 50 feet from the Monitor's
